As far as I could determine, the only point of agreement among those who attended 
the convention in Norfolk, Nebraska last weekend, is that we are hosts next year -

PROGRAM TODAY 

Pather Cline, Principal of Regis High School, Cedar Rapids, gave us a low-key 
pitch for the preservation of the private school system. That it gives the parents 
and students a choice, he feels may be one of the strongest arguments in favor of 
the continued support of two systems. There are some 3,500 children in private 
schools in Cedar Rapids. The enrollment during the 1975-76 school year will be 
larger than it was last year at Regis. (Father Cline didn't mention it but it is 
rather surprising the number of non-Catholic students who are enrolled at Regis 
each year.) The tuition is now $590.00 per year per student at Regis for students 
from the local Catholic parishes, higher for others - so the parents, and prob- 
ably more important, the students really have to want to attend- that private 
school. When asked how about the future - say by the year 2000 - Father 
Cline said he wishes he knew! The costs of operation, particularly lay teacher 
salaries are making it an expensive proposition impossible to predict. Father 
Cline went on to emphasize that the private schools and the public schools in 
C.R. have an excellent working relationship, and particularly shop courses are 
made available to Regis students at Washington and Kennedy High Schools - courses 
for which no facilities are available at Regis. 

Father Donald Cline - born and grew up in Iowa (Independence) ; colleges - Loras 
at Dubuque and four years in Rome.

Our speaker for December 10 was Harold Ewald, Cedar Rapids Chamber of Commerce 
Executive. His subject was the proposed Civic Center. The financing of the 
Center will be voted on in a referendum on December 16. 

Mr. Ewald displayed the floor plan for the center itself, as well as the hotel 
and parking ramp. Interesting facets of the complex included the arena floor 
itself with 38,000 square feet of space available for a variety of activities, 
a large ball room on the second floor which would accomodate 2,000 persons, 
a hotel with over 300 rooms, and a restaurant on the top floor of the hotel. 
He pointed out that the hotel would be privately financed and that the parking 
ramp would pay for itself through revenue. The public financing of $7,000,000 
would be for the Civic Center itself. Mr. Ewald emphasized, however, that the 
three parts of the package go together and that the building of one depends 
upon the building of all three.
